Dave Smith, archivist for The Walt Disney Company, answers questions and provides information about the 
company’s history and its productions. The archives were established in 1970 to collect and preserve 

the company’s historical materials. 


To continue our celebration of the 
50th anniversary of Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs, this issue’s “Exploring the 
Archives” looks at the work in animation 
that preceded the making of the 83- 
minute Snow White feature film. When 
Walt Disney made the decision in 1934 to 
begin work on a full-length animated 
feature, he was aiming for something like 
a Cadillac when the Studio had been 
making the equivalent of Model T Fords. 
After all, Mickey Mouse had made his 
debut in the crude, black and white 
Steamboat Willie only six years before. 

During the years when Walt was 
planning Snow White, he was also 
producing a series of cartoons—The 
Silly Symphonies—which were built 
around music, and experimented with 
new story material and new techniques. 
Those cartoons became a training 
ground for animators who would work 
on Snow White. In creating the Silly 
Symphony cartoons, Walt made a 
number of innovations: 

• He instigated studies of live models and 
shot film of them so that his animators

would have actual examples to follow. 
Still, the “rubber hose” movements of the 
girl’s arms in Goddess of Spring showed 
that more work was needed. 

• Personality development, of both main 
and supporting characters, was stressed 
in such films as Grasshopper and the 
Ants, The Tortoise and the Hare, The 
Country Cousin, and Elmer Elephant. 

• Walt had his staff work on animating 
backgrounds, as in Three Orphan Kittens. 
This work led to the development of 
the multiplane camera, a device which 
greatly heightened the illusion of reality. 


It was first used in The Old Mill. 

Walt Disney’s campaign to use the 
Silly Symphonies to prepare for Snow 
White was eminently successful. Not 
only did the animators gain the 
experience they needed but they created 
a group of cartoons the quality of which 
has never been matched. The cartoons 
can be seen individually on The Disney 
Channel on Donald Duck Presents; Good 
Morning, Mickey /; and Mickey Mouse 
Club. 

The motion picture industry 
recognized the Disney accomplish¬ 
ments: every year during the decade of 
the 1930s, the Academy Award for Best 
Cartoon went to a Disney Silly 
Symphony. Having been able to 
experiment on the Silly Symphonies, the 
Disney artists were finally ready to create 
their masterpiece, Snow White. 

When we sit in a theater today and are 
overwhelmed by the magic and beauty 
of Snow White, it is hard for us to 
imagine the trials and tribulations 
suffered by the Disney staff as they 
toiled for three years to make Walt’s 
dream a reality. 


Can you tell me any history about a 
set of rubber figures of the Seven 
Dwarfs, which I own?

Seiberling Latex Products Co. made 
the set of hard rubber dwarfs at the time 
of the release of Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs in 1937. There was also a 
figure of Snow White to go with the set, 
but she was made of hollow soft rubber, 
so few have survived in good condition.

“Mule Train” appear? I noticed it had 
a Disney copyright.

When the Walt Disney Music Co. was 
originally established in the late 1940’s, it 
bought the rights to a number of songs 
for its catalog. Some were never used in 
a Disney film. “Mule Train” was one of 
the most popular of those songs; the 
1951 hit “Shrimp Boats” was another. In 
recent years, our Music Company has 
concentrated on Disney songs. 

What were Walt Disney’s first and 
last films? 

— B. T., Anaheim, CA 

Walt’s first films were called “Newman 
Laugh-o-grams.” They were short 
advertising films made for a movie 
theater in Kansas City in 1920. The last 
film released before his death in 1966 
was Follow Me Boys, but he had also 
worked on several that were released 
the following year, such as The Happiest 
Millionaire and The Jungle Book.

/I n this year designated 

( / to celebrate the 50th an- 
J niversary of the release of 
Walt Disney’s first animated 
feature film Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs, we honor not only 
Walt’s prodigious film accom¬ 
plishment but Snow White her¬ 
self—the heroine of one of the 
world’s best-loved fairy tales. 

The story of the beautiful prin¬ 
cess who was envied by her cruel 
stepmother was originally a myth 
handed down verbally by story¬ 
tellers from generation to gen¬ 
eration.

This birthday year also includes many 
other festivities: activities and parades at 
Disneyland and Walt Disney World; special 
awards and citations presented to Snow 
White all across the nation; and even a 
hybrid rose named for the fair princess.

The show boasts a cast of 50, including 


charming woodland animals —a 
bear, a deer, rabbits, squirrels, 
and many others.

Masks for the dwarfs 
and the witch were designed at 
the Radio City Music Hall cos¬ 
tume shop, with help from The 
Walt Disney Studios. Stills from 
the Studio’s animation depart¬ 
ment were used as blueprints, so 
the characters look remarkably 
like those in the original film. 

One hundred and fifteen cos¬ 
tumes were created for the Music 
Hall production, from a wedding 
gown to furry animal attire, and a 
turtle shell strong enough to sup¬ 
port the weight of an actor spin¬ 
ning around on it. 

The role of Snow White was 
played by a young actress with a 
lovely voice—Mary Jo Salerno. 
Her performance, as well as 
the entire production, won over 
critics and audiences alike. 

What is it about the character

played Snow White —and at a

n playing a role like Chip Car- 
son you have to remember that he’s 
not human,” Jay Underwood points 
out, discussing his character in The 
Disney Channel Premiere Film, Not 
Quite Human, which debuts on The 
Channel on June 19 at 7:00 p.m. 
“Chip is a robot—an android, really, filled 
with mechanical parts. The key to playing 
him lies in the fact that he has no real 
understanding of human nature.” 

In Not Quite Human, Chip Carson is the 
mechanical creation of a kindly, if eccen¬ 
tric, scientist and toymaker, Dr. Carson 
(portrayed by Alan Thicke). Delighted at 
the success of his experiment, Dr. Carson 
decides to put his perfectly mechanized 
teenager to a demanding test. He sends 
Chip to high school, along with the doctor’s 
flesh-and-blood daughter Becky (played by 
Robyn Lively). Complicating the plot of Not 
Quite Human are the nefarious antics of the 
villainous Vogel (Joseph Bologna), a toy 
manufacturer who wants to steal Chip for 
his own dark purposes. 

“Everything that Chip sees, hears, and 
feels is totally new and fresh,” Underwood 
explains. “He’s experiencing the world for 
the first time. And that’s where the comedy 
lies: in a character reacting to a world he 


doesn’t understand. 

“For example,” Underwood continues, 
“there was one scene in the film where 
Becky and Dr. Carson have an argument. 
Chip, of course, has no opinions on how 
people should act towards one another. But 
he also can’t understand how two people 
who love each other can also hurt each 
other. Playing Chip, you have to keep this 
open, innocent mind. Chip is like a baby— 
yet he ends up going to high school and hav¬ 
ing to cope with society.” 

In portraying the teenaged android, 
Underwood not only had to show the emo¬ 
tional and psychological growth of Chip 
Carson, but his physical development 
as well. 

“I did research on robots and robotics,” 
Underwood says. “I had to practice move¬ 
ment, to show how Chip progresses from 
the jerky, disjointed motions when he first 
becomes ‘alive’ in the laboratory, to the 
smoother, coordinated movement he pos¬ 
sesses when he’s trying to act like a normal 
person. I had to work on moving my body to 
get the different rhythms. 

“The problem lies in maintaining con¬ 
tinuity,” Underwood observes. “I have 
seven years of experience on the stage. 
There you have time to rehearse and refine

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a role. A play is also performed in sequence. 
With film, on the other hand, you have little 
time to prepare. And the shooting is done 
out of sequence. That’s where you really 
have to think. In one scene, you’re Chip in 
his early stage. You have to move and react 
in a certain manner. But in the next scene 
shot, Chip might be at high school, trying to 
act like a teenager. You have to move and 
react in a different manner. The task is to 
keep it all sorted out in your head, so that 
there’s continuity in the finished work.” 

At 18, Jay Underwood is no stranger to 
demanding parts that would tax the energy 
and resources of older, more experienced 
actors. He made his screen debut in Desert 
Bloom, which starred Jon Voight. In his last 
role as Eric, the star of The Boy Who Could 
Fly (a world television premiere on The Dis¬ 
ney Channel in July), he had not a word of 
dialogue, and he received glowing notices 
from the critics. 

Underwood explains, “I did some re¬ 
search on autistic children, though it was 
never specified in the script that Eric was 
autistic. Still, autistic children don’t speak.” 

The role was something of a dream part 
for Jay Underwood. “There were no re¬ 
quirements,” he says simply. “You could go 
as far as your imagination could take you. 

“I understand my body and what it can 
do. Everything about the character re¬ 
quired expression through the eyes, 
through body movement. It’s wonderful 
when you can’t rely on the voice. You have 
to use everything else, and that gave me 
more to work with as an actor. 

“I learned some very valuable lessons,” 
Underwood says quietly of his roles in Not 
Quite Human and The Boy Who Could Fly 
“Both roles gave me a chance to see people 
in a new way—how no one is really dif¬ 
ferent. We just all possess unique qualities 
which make us special as people.” 

Underwood is currently working on The 
Invisible Kid, a comedy about a boy who is 
turned invisible by a scientific formula. ‘As 
an actor I’m beginning to feel that I’m a kid 
without parents,” he laughs. “In Not Quite 
Human, I was a manufactured person. In 
The Boy Who Could Fly, my parents were 
dead. Now in this film, I play a person 
whose father has just died. 

“I’m not a comedic actor,” Underwood in¬ 
sists. “I have no naturalness with comedy. 
That’s a skill you’re born with. I’ve enjoyed 
my roles, but I’m ready to move on now. I’d 
like to be a serious dramatic actor.” V

1936 Berlin games. In 16 Days of Glory: 
Part II, Lewis’s performances are intercut with 
Jesse Owens competing in the Berlin Games. 
(The Disney Channel will also present The 
Jesse Owens Story, beginning June 14.) In a 
recent interview, Lewis recalled his Olympic 
experiences—both athletic and personal. 

“I can’t explain the emotions that went 
through me during the Opening Ceremonies,” 
Lewis said quietly. “Standing on that field—90 
percent of us having never been there be¬ 
fore—we were seized with the feeling that 
something mysterious and powerful was 
going to happen. 

“The Olympics taught me so much: about 
other people and the ways they are alike and 
the ways they differ. About their ideas, their 
motives, their thoughts. I learned about 
myself.” 

Before the Games actually began, Lewis 
had been favored to win in his four events. Yet 
he himself was not so assured. “Believe it or 
not,” he explained, “I just competed. Every¬ 
thing in me had to be focused. I kept quiet and 
dealt with the waiting.” 

Lewis’s first test was the 100 meter dash. “I 
was feeling unsure of myself and tentative,” he 
remembered. “There were all those great ath¬ 
letes. I knew that they could run their best 
race and I could run mine, and who knew what 
the outcome would be? When I won the 100 
meters I felt I couldn’t lose.” 

But there were physical barriers to over¬ 
come as well. “Many people don’t realize how 
field and track events overlap,” Lewis pointed 
out. “The day of the long jump, I was at the 
track in the morning to run two heats for the 
200 meters. I was feeling tense afterward. My 
hamstring was bothering me. I knew I had to 
conserve my energy to continue.” 

Lewis conserved his energy—and he con¬ 
tinued on to victories in both of those events 
and the team 400 meter relay. And then came 
the Closing Ceremonies. 

“I stood there,” he recalled, “and I felt myself 
getting misty. For the last year the Olympics 
had been in my mind every day. Then they 
were here, and my goodness, now it was over. I 
felt as if a piece of me was gone forever. 

“I can always look back on those moments,” 
Lewis concluded. “It was such an intense, 
wonderful time. So much has been learned and 
experienced. I think I have a fuller perspective 
on it now.” 

With the world television premiere of 16 
Days of Glory: Part II, subscribers of The Dis¬ 
ney Channel can once again witness the per¬ 
sonal dramas that are part of the ultimate 
athletic competition. These moving stories 
form an eloquent tribute to the grace and no¬ 
bility of the human spirit.

Charlie Smith and the Fritter Tree, A Disney 
Channel Discovery Film premiering on Fri¬ 
day, June 26 at 9:00 p.m., begins with old 
Charlie (played by Richard Ward) in a Florida 
nursing home, reminiscing about his colorful 
past. It ends with footage of the real Charlie

Smith celebrating his 134th birthday on July 
4,1974. But most of the movie is set in Texas 
during his youth and cowboy days on the 
frontier. Those were the days he loved most. 
And it’s a wild west adventure tale, indeed. 
What follows is Charlie’s story, as told in the 
movie. 

Charlie started life as Mitchell Watkins, 
living on the east coast of Liberia, until a 
slave trader tricked him onto a ship with 
the story that in America there were 20-foot 
trees covered with fritters, and more trees 
nearby whose leaves dripped with syrup. 
Charlie adds: “I never found them fritter 
trees, and I’ve grown old lookin’ for ’em.” 

Young Mitchell Watkins was bought at an 
auction in New Orleans by a Texas rancher, 
Charles Smith. (The purchase order for this 
sale was found in the 1950s.) On his death¬ 
bed, the old Charles Smith requested that 
Watkins take his name; Watkins had been 
raised more as a son than a slave. And from 
then on he was Charlie Smith. 

“Charlie was a cowboy,” says the film’s 
writer, Charles Johnson. ‘Almost all of his 
memories are of the West before the fron¬ 
tier closed in the 1890s. He has very little 
memory about the beginning of the twen¬ 
tieth century. He was doing ‘public works’, 
as he called it—building roads for a while,

then working in a turpentine factory, but 
those days were boring to him.” 

His memory becomes clearer again 
about the years since 1955, when he be¬ 
came a celebrity centenarian. In that year, 
while working in a citrus grove, his em¬ 
ployer demanded that he have a social se¬ 
curity card—and, at the age of 113, he got 
one. Along with identification of his age 
came years of fame, as he was eventually 
the oldest known living person in North 
America. He loved his celebrity status, and 
enjoyed entertaining tourists who stopped 
by to see the oldest American. 

How is it he lived so long? Nobody really 
understands why. He lived hard, and ate lit¬ 
tle food. Although he couldn’t read, he knew 
a lot about the Bible, and frequently quoted 
scripture, but didn’t go to church. 

His advice was simple: “Don’t wear no 
raggedy clothes. Don’t go barefeeted. Enjoy 
yo money while yo livin’, ’cause you sho 
cain’t enjoy it when yo daid.” V

"I was always the weird kid" is how 
Ryan Lambert describes himself at a 
younger age. He remembers the teacher 
in second or third grade asking the kids 
what they wanted to be when they grew 
up.

Ryan is the newest member of Kids 
Incorporated. He has been with the 
group for two seasons, and he and 
Martika are "the big kids" of the group. In 


fact, it was Martika who had suggested 
that Ryan audition, but the competition 
was great. There were hundreds of kids 
auditioning for the job. 

Why was he picked over all of the 
others? Ryan thinks it was his offbeat 
personality and spiky hair. "I was a little 
bit different from everybody else." 

Offstage Ryan spends a lot of time 
practicing. "I’m constantly listening to 
music, and I’m learning to play the 
guitar," he says. "I don’t have time to 
play sports. And I have only two major 



friends. I don’t really want to have 10 
million friends. I don’t have time for 
them all. 

"I don’t go to acting school. Someone 
once told me that if acting comes natu¬ 
rally you don’t need acting classes. I 
don’t believe that completely. I do go for 
help with a particular script. But I don’t 
want to learn all different methods" 

Ryan’s most recent achievement was 
landing a starring role in The Monster 
Squad, a feature film to be released in 
August. The film is about a bunch of 
kids who believe in monsters. Ryan’s 
character—Rudy—is the tough kid who 
is a disbeliever. 

In making The Monster Squad, Ryan 
found that his philosophy about natural 
acting worked just fine. I used ‘sense re¬ 
call,’ remembering different times I’d 
been angry and how it felt, like if I’d had a 
fight with my mother. I didn’t have to 
worry about how I was going to say a 
line. It just came, and I think it worked"

Kids and Sports and Lessons for Living 




The power and emotion of 16 Days of 
Glory: Part II (check listings for times) 
comes not only from the magnificence of 
athletic excellence but from the 
individual dramas of each athlete’s life. 
Their faces and bodies register pleasure 
and pain; joy and disappointment. But 
watch any Little League playoff or 
youngsters’ track meet, and you’ll see the 
same expressions of emotion—all the 
more poignant for being children’s early 
encounters with winning and losing. 


The Value of Traditional Sports 

Children can learn much from 
sports and competition. Kids feel the 
exuberance of physical well-being, and 
pride in a good performance. They also 
learn how to cooperate and to play by 
the rules. And, yes, they have their first 
experiences with success and failure; 
and through these experiences, 
youngsters grow to tolerate 
disappointment as well as to enjoy 
success. 

Playing by the rules: 

• allows children 
the opportu¬ 
nity to 


learn how to cooperate with others. 

• sets safe boundaries in which children 
can appropriately express aggression. 

• teaches children self-discipline. 

• offers a structure within which to 
develop social and physical skills. 
Cooperation: 

• enables children to be a part of 
something greater than themselves. 

• teaches children how their 
personalities fit in with peers, with 
family, and with the rest of the 
community. 

• helps children tolerate their own 
limitations, and learn how to deal with 
their own failures and the failure of a 
group of peers. They also learn to 
empathize with another child’s losses 
and failures, and so become less critical 
of themselves. 

These are important lessons for life. 


The Sports Alternative 

But what about the youngster who 
isn’t at all interested in sports? How 
many times have we seen a child pushed 
into a sport against his will by a zealous 
parent? The youngster is 


miserable, and has little to derive from 
the experience that isn’t negative. 

There are many activities other than 
sports that offer a child the opportunity 
to perform and excel, and to experience 
success and failure and the pleasure in 
cooperating with others. He or she can 
learn these valuable lessons through 
artistic expression—painting, music, 
dance, or theater—or through 
participation in academic clubs. 

For parents interested in noncom¬ 
petitive physical play for their 
children, an educational organization 
called “New Games” has developed a 
program promoting games that involve 
hard play where no one is hurt and 
everyone is a winner. The games foster 
cooperation, fun, trust, and 
confidence. The group’s founders, Allen 
Feld and Leslie Scott-Rose, are not 
against sports. Feld is even a two-time 
runner-up in Colorado’s men’s doubles 
volleyball championship. But Feld and 
Scott-Rose say: “We want to give 
people an alternative so that they can 
get into the spirit of play without 
worrying about whether or not they 
can hit a ball or make a touchdown.” 


Cooperation, 

Not Competition 

The results of several studies, 
cited in a special report on 
competition in the September, 1986, 
issue of Psychology Today , show 
competition to be unnecessary to 
achievement. Furthermore, in many 
cases competition creates anxiety 
which actually blocks a person from 
performing at his or her best. 
Cooperation at work or at school 
may contribute more to excellence 
and success than does competition. 

Study results also show that even 
people who said they enjoyed 
competition changed their minds 
after having the experience of 
learning, working, or playing in a 
setting where there were no 
winners and losers.

JOSEPH BOLOGNA: 

Life As a Split Personality 


udiences seem to 
know me for my co¬ 
medic roles, so I was 
delighted to be 
asked to play a villain—well, 
not really an evil villain—but 
Vogel is not exactly a nice 
guy,” Joe Bologna observes of 
his dastardly portrayal in The 
Disney Channel Premiere Film 
Not Quite Human. “The 
character of Vogel represents 
my own personal insanity. It’s 
the type of role that gives me 
the opportunity to ‘act’ those 
antisocial attitudes.” 

This noted performer is a 



creative split personality: He’s 
a gifted writer as well as actor. 
Lovers and Other Strangers , 
which Bologna co-wrote with 
wife Renee Taylor, was a 
smash Broadway hit. (The 
two starred in it as well.) 
When play became film, 
Bologna and Taylor wrote the 
script, a script which brought 
them an Oscar. 

‘Acting and writing require 
two separate personalities,” 
Bologna acknowledges. “The 
actor is like the kid in us; the 
writer is like the adult. Acting 
is instantaneous gratifica¬ 
tion—the cookie.” 

Sometimes, however, those 
two separate personalities 
come together in Bologna’s 
head. “When I write some¬ 
thing I’m going to act in, I can 
hear both voices. I hear the 
actor saying, ‘Finish this 
thing, I want to act!’ The writer 
in me is saying, ‘Take it easy 
now, it’s not ready yet.’” 

In such a circumstance, it’s 
Bologna’s “writing” person¬ 
ality that takes charge: “It’s 
like telling a kid, ‘Don’t eat that 
cookie! We’re going to have a 
nice steak dinner and a des¬ 
sert at the end —and that’s 
going to be even better than 
your cookie!’”

Yet 
Louganis remains unaffected 
by his reputation when he en¬ 
ters competition. 

“I never take anything for 
granted,” he admits. “That 
[overconfidence] could be a 
problem. I know there are al¬ 
ways areas that I have to work 
on, goals that I have to meet. 

“The most important thing 


during a competition is for me 
to be relaxed. That allows my 
body to do what it’s been 
trained to do. Thinking too 
much about the dive itself is a 
hazard I guard against.” 

Louganis, instead of think¬ 
ing about his dive, prefers to 
visualize it in his mind’s eye. “I 
go through the images of the 
dive,” he explains. “Then I set 
the images to music. 

“In competition I also like to 
give myself a pat on the back 
to help my self-esteem. I 
sometimes sing ‘Believe in 


Yourself from The Wiz .” 

How could the world’s best 
diver be worried about self¬ 
esteem in competition? 

“You’re standing up there 
ten meters above the water,” 
Louganis points out. “Then 
there are all of those people 
watching you. There are the 
seven judges who will rank 
your performance. You have 
to be calm and confident. I al¬ 
ways think that no matter how 
well or poorly I do, there are 
people who still love me even 
if I land flat on my back.”
